IV JUSTIFICATION FOR CONTINUATION OF INVESTIGATION: 


This investigation has conformed with the Attorney 
General's guidelines for domestic security investigations during 
the last 180 days. As can be seen from the information set forth 
above, this investigation has been aimed at determining the 
finances of the group, the specific criminal acts that have been 
committed or advocated by the group to achieve its political or 
social goals, the group's association with other organizations 
involved in acts of terrorism, the geographic dimensions of the 
group, and the planned activities or planned criminal acts of the 
group. Direct contact with members of the group under 
investigation by reliable Bureau informants have confirmed that 
members of the group continued to advocate violence to achieve its 
political or social goals. Much progress has been made within the 
last 180 days in identifying other groups with which the targeted 
group is associated, and the geographical dimensions of the group. 
Investigation has revealed that among the activities of the group 
are stockpiling of explosives, para- military training, security 
efforts to avoid law enforcement scrutiny, etc. Direct contact 
with members of the group has also confirmed that at least one

member of the group continues to discuss an assault on a specific 
FBI Agent in the Austin, Texas RA. 

The investigation reported herein has firmly established 
discussions by two or more members of the targeted group that the 
use of force and violence against the U.S. Government to achieve 
the political and social goals of the group is being 
contemplated. At the same time, three different sources have 
been told by members of the targeted group that the group is 
stockpiling explosives. Investigation detailed above indicates 
the group is in possession of large cuantities of weapons, some 
t ^ -possibly fully automatic, and has other weaponsl I ^ 

Source information ties the targeted to another group in Alabama, 

that group currently the subject of a preliminary inquiry, with 
the Alabama group's expressed intention being to train for a 
violent confrontation with the U.S. Government. Independent 
investigation has verified that the leader of the targeted group 
in Austin, Texas is in written correspondence with the number two 
person in the Alabama group. Amidst all this, a newly developed 
source confirms as late as May of 1991 that at least one member 
of the Austin, Texas targeted group still considers a specific 
FBI Agent in the Austin, Texas RA as a viable "target."

A full domestic terrorism investigation was authorized 
on the Texas Reserve Militia on July 19,1990, extended to expire 
January 12, 1992. 


Background information on the group: 


The Texas Reserve Militia, also known as The First Texas 
Light Infantry, and also calling themselves, "The order," is a 
para-military-survivalist group of white males, numbering 12 to 
approximately 50, in the Austin, Texas area. Some of the members 
are known, long term and prominent members/associates of the 
Aryan Nation. The group is primarily made up of white males 
residing in the Austin, Texas area, but also includes persons 
from Houston and Las Vegas, and at least one foreign national 
from Germany, in 1988, the group called itself The Texas Reserve 
Militia. In 1989 it also used the title First Texas Light 
Infantry. In 1990, members of the group have referred to 
themselves as, "The Order."

June 30, 1990, located the remains of one exploded pipe bomb and 
one mortar. Laboratory analysis of these improvised explosive 
devices resulted in a finding that the devices were constructed 
by "a skilled craftsman." No explosive residue was found on the 
exploded pipe bomb, which is an indication that a high order 
explosive was used in it. During direct interviews of two 
members of the TRM, these members have categorically denied any 
possession or utilization of explosives by the THM.

Investigation has determined that people from Dallas, 
Texas and the Houston area travel to Austin, Texas to participate 
in the training of the TRM on a monthly basis. Investigation has 
confirmed that the TRM is allied with a group from Decatur, 
Alabama called civilian Material Assistance (CMA). That group 
has members nation wide. Members of that group from Alabama and 
from Arizona have attended TRM training sessions in Austin. 
Persons holding "rank" in the TRM have equivalent rank in the 
CMA. The CMA appears to be a group of white supremacists_sjLmilar 
in belief to the TRM and the Aryan Nation. According to l I the 
1 natter nf ft a CMA from Alabama, is tn nave a inapt inn, .in.

An agreement was reached to form six man teams to be involved in 
activities for the movement including acts of violence. Targets 
for acts of violence for the movement were discussed and included 
microwave, radio, telephone, electric and TV towers and then 
nuclear power plants. Other targets would be Congressional 
leaders, Jewish leaders and neighborhood leaders of black gangs 
such as the Crips and Bloods. 

A discussion was also held about bringing in other 
right wing and white hate groups into the "interlocking system". 

KEY LEADER: 

John Louallen Grady is the leader of the OSJ and APRA. 
Grady is a white male born November 24, 1930 and is a Doctor of 
Medicine who still practices at least part time at Woods Memorial 
Hospital, Etowah, Tennessee. Grady is also the founder of the 
American Christian Church (ACC) with a church building located on 
his compound in Benton, Tennessee. Grady is a former medical 
examiner in Florida, a former mayor of Belle Glade, Florida; a 
one-time candidate for the united states Senate and a chairman of 
the American Freedom Crusade. Grady has been in the community 
since approximately 1981 and in the past was accepted by the 
community and was on good terms with the local Sheriff's Office. 

FINANCES: 


Grady has a legitimate income from his medical practice 
and probably has income from APRA activities and possible income 
from the ACC. It is not known specifically how Grady financed 
the building of his extensive compound in Benton, Tennessee or

It is unknown at the present as to 
what other geographic areas might hold members of APRA and OSJ. 

ELANN E .D ACTIVITIES : 

Grady would like to see the right wing and white hate 
groups join together in an alliance to further the purposes of 
the movement and in conducting the inevitable revolt against the 
government of the United States. Survival and firearms training 
has been conducted on the OSJ and APRA property and men have been 
seen wearing camouflage units and carrying firearms. Acts of 
violence were previously discussed in the background section. 

TIES TO OTHER GROUPS: 

Grady, through OSJ and APRA, has had contacts with the 
CMA in Alabama and has expressed a desire to form an alliance 
with other white supremacy, white hate and right wing groups 
located across the United States. At a meeting at Grady's 
compound which took place on May 7, 1992, the CMA was represented 
and two other groups which were supposed to send representatives 
were unable to do so because of activities in the movements as a 
result of the riots in Los Angeles.

At Grady's closing speech on Friday night, October 2, 
1992, he spoke about abortion, homosexuals, Blacks and Jews and 
about how all of the above were destroying our country. Grady

BACKGROUND INFORMATION ON THE GROUP 

The TEXAS RESERVE MILITIA, also known as The FIRST TEXAS 
LIGHT INFANTRY and also calling themselves, "THE ORDER," is a para- 
military-survivalist group of white males, numbering 12 to 
approximately SO, ir. the Austin, Texas, area. Some of the members 
are known, long term and prominent members-associates of the Aryan 
Nations. Hie group is primarily made up of white males residing in 
the Austin, Texas, area but also include persons from Houston and 
Las Vegas, and at least one foreign national. In 1938, the group 
called itself the Texas Reserve Militia (TRM). in 1989, it also used 
the title FIRST TEXAS LIGHT INFANTRY. In 1990, members of the group 
have referred to themselves as, "THE ORDER."

8? 00 a.m., the UCA, along with I L drove in I I vehicle 

from Decatur t o Look out Mountain, Georgia. During this trip, the 
UCA confr onted I I about the recently failed Stinger deal. The 
UCA asked I | if he was presently or had ever worked for any 
law en forcement agency a an informant or snitch. The UCA told 


that there was a considerable amount of suspicion regarding 
and his dealings with certain Government agencies. The UCA 
advised him that it was because of these suspicions that the UCA 
and his people stalled the negotiations for the purcha se of f our 
Stinger missies, which they had previously discussed. I I was 

told by the UCA that there w as some strong feelings that this 
Stinger deal was a set up by | | thereafter told the 

UCA that at no time has he ever worked for any Government agency 
in a ny capa city, whether it be an agent or informant. The UCA 
told I I that he was of the opinion, as were many in his 
organization that the Stinger missies never really existe d and 
that this deal was never going to be consummated. | I told the 

UCA that the day after he had talked to him that the missies were 
sold to a group in Minnesota, specifically an uns pecified white 
supremacist group for $45,000.00 a piece. I I said that his 
supplier got an additional $5,000.00 from the original asking 
price that he had offered the UCA. 


I | then asked the UCA on what felony charge the UCA 
had been cnvicted. The UC A stated he had never been convicted on 
any felony charge. I 1 said he thought the UC A had b een 
convicted of a felony charge, because every time I I offered 

the UCA a weap on to carry on his trips the UCA declined. The UCA 
advised I f he didn't see the need to carry any we apons, 
especially when he, the UCA, was in the presence of I I who 
always carried a .45 with him. 

| I thereafter advised the UCA that if he ever became 
entangled in any type of dealings with undercover federal agents, 
that the only thing that the federal agents would get would be 
I I said that he would never give anyone else up in the 
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period of being arrested or embroiled in a sting operation. r 

I I also stated that there were some inconsistencies in the 
UCA^s background that troubled him and that he had called | I 

I I in Austin, Texas to check on the UC A's credibility. It was 

only after this call to I [that I I said he became convinced 

of the UCA's bonafides. |_| thereafter asked the UCA how long 

he had been involved in the movement. The UCA advised that he 
had been involved in it approximately six to seven years, and the 
main thrust for being involved was the mistreatment of the 
Vietnam Veterans. 

At approximately 11:30 a.m.. I l along with the UCA, 

arri ved at the r esidence of I I . It should be noted 

that | [ residence is located on top of a large mountain, 

accessed only by poorly constructed dirt roads. | | advised 

the UCA tha t he is only the th ird person h e has ever brought to 
I I residence, and, that I I resi dence was on e of 

the safeho uses th at they ut ilize. On ce inside I I _ 

resi dence. 1 \ intro duced ! I to the UCA and I I 

wife | l advised the UCA that he had formerly been 

involved in the demolition business, however, because he had been 
bothered and harassed by the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms (ATF) so much that he h ad given u p his federal firearms 
license and explosives license. I | was quick to point out, 

however, that he still h ad unlimit ed access to various types of 
explosives and weapons. | | .told the UCA that over a number 

of acres, which he owns on top of this mountain, he has secreted 
weapons, supplies and basic survival equipment for him and his 
wife, and possibly others to utilize in case the Feds ever came 
after him. 


At app roximately 1:15 p.m. . 1 UCA and I I 

left in i 1 vehicle enroute to the RED RO OF INN in _ 

Chattanooga, Tennessee, where an associate of I I _ 

I l was waiting. While enroute to Chattanoocra. I ~l 

advised that an associate/friend of his had a couple of M2 
Carbines, a Mack 10 and Mack 11, and a Carb 1 5 for s ale. The 
price for these weapons was $225.00 a piece. I I thereafter 

asked I ~l some questions regarding the weapons and expressed 

an interest in obtaining one or several of them. 

Approximately one hour later, the UCA, | | and 

I | arri ved at the RED ROOF INN, located off of 1-75 in 

Chattanooga. I I drove his car around to the side of the RED

It was also discussed that the general feelin g 
was that I I had become a snitch for the Feds and if | | did 

indeed attend the APRA meetings, he would probably be accompanied 
by an undercover poli ce officer, probably a Fed. A fter having 
discussions with ! 1 the UCA, along with I 1 walked over 

the property, which comprised the APRA Compound . It was during 
this peri od of time when the UCA was advised bv I I that 

1 ~l was awa re of th e UCA's attempt to consummate a purchase 

of Stingers from | | and tha t| [ also believed that the 

Stinge r missies never existed. I "T advised that UCA that 

I I had lost considerable credibility and believability within 
his own organization, and I ~| further stated that I I 

told him he thought the Stinger missies neve r existed. During 
this period of time when the UCA, along with I ~1 toured the 

APRA Compound, it should be noted that no criminal activity or 
apparatus of a criminal nature was observed in any of the out 
buildings on the APRA property. It should al so be note d that at 
no time was the UCA invited into or did he or ~1 go into 

any of the residences located on that property! At approximately 
7:00 p.m., | | was observed leaving his residence to walk 

down to the church a nd was met halfwa y bv I I and the 

UCA. At this point, 1 I int rodu ced! I to the UCA. 

□ invited I ~1 and I I to attend mass inside 


of this church, and that upon completion of the mass he would 
come out and talk to this gr oup of individuals. At the 
conclusion of church, | | exited the church and while walking 

towards the pa rking area, asked the UCA what he wanted. The UCA 


advised Q 


Jthat he had heard through several other individuals

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in the mov ement that an alliance was attempted to be formed by 
1 I and that the UCA 's grou p may be in a position to aid 

and/or join this alliance. | | advised the UCA that he had 

been t rying to form this type of alliance for the past 25 years. 

I I advised that any attempt by this alliance jLa__fca]p over the 

Government and control it would be impossible. |_|said that 

it just couldn't be done and that the American public was too 
compla cent, lazy and undisciplined to undertake such a task. 

1 | thereafter asked the UCA about his g roup, h ow they evolved 

and what they were doing. The UCA advised | t in unspecified 

numbers, that his group was scattered in cell units all over the 
United States. These cell units were formed for the purpose of 
stock piling and surplusing supplies when the time came. There 
was no m ention of how these groups of the UCA's were supplied or 
funded.. I I asked for the name of the group and the UCA 
suppli ed him with "Veterans Aryan Movement". The UCA advised 
1 I that the problem he saw in undertaking such a large task 
was to have credible individuals, such as doctors, lawyers, 
public servants, who would proclaim their loyalty to APRA and/or 
this allia nce in the furtherance of having our Government 
revamped. I I said that he agreed and that it was indeed 

difficult to have people of this type to ieo pardize their careers 
for what the movement was all about. I I did state that a way 

to accomplish our goals was to publish papers, hand out leaflets, 
and do propaganda to join the alliance/APRA. During the course 
of these conversations,, the shift went to the recent 
confrontation which occurred in Idaho involving RANDY WEAVER. 
During this discussion, which was led by I ~~| detailed 

the nuts and bolts surrounding the circumstances and final 
killing of member s of the WEAVER family in Idaho. It was at this 
point when I I advised that agents and informants should be 
dealt with and eliminated, that this would be a way to deal with 
them and to discourage their infiltr ation o f the movement. At 
the conclusion of these discussions, | I asked the UCA if he 

would be attending the APRA convention in the next week or two. 
The UCA advised he would probably be coming t o the convention by 
himself because he wanted to hear I 1 spee ch. The UCA 

also obtained several flyers and agenda from I I regarding the 
upcoming schedule of events for the APRA Convention. 

While enroute bac k to Ch attanooga from Benton, 
Tennessee, the UCA provided I I with his Skypager number, and 
was told to keep that to hims elf as it was a very confidential 
and secretive number. I I was advised that this pager number 
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should only be utilized by him in emerg ency si tuations for I I 

to contact the UCA. The UCA also asked I I if the TNT deal_ 

became a reality if a commission would needed to be paid to | | 

for putting together this deal. I I advised that he did no?E 
seek any commission and t hat any co mmission that would be paid by 
the UCA should be paid to I I to help compensate him for the 

commission he was supposed to receive from the Stinger missies. 

Upon arrival at Chattanooga, the UCA was dropped off at 
the COMFOR T SUITE , located off 1-75 in Chattanooga, and was 
advised by I ~1 that he, the UCA, should call him the following 
week to confirm the purchase of the night vision equipment. 
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ANDREAS STRASSMEIR. was interviewed by telephone on 
April 30, 1996 and May 1, 1996. On April 30, 1996, Special 
Assistant United States Attorney (SAUSA) AITAN GOEXMAN, SAUSA 
BETH WILKINSON, STRASSMEIR's attorney KIRK LYON S and the writer 
were on line with STRASSMEIR. On May 1, 1996, SAUSA GOEXMAN, 

LYONS and the writer were on line with STRASSMEIR. STRASSMEIR was 
advised of the official identity of those involved in the 
interview and the purpose of the interview/ that being his 
meeting TIMOTHY MCVEIGH at a gun show at Tulsa, Oklahoma in 1993- 
STRASSMEIR thereafter provided the following information. 

STRASSMEIR advised he met an individual he now believes 
to be TIMOTHY MCVEIGH, at a gun show in Tulsa, Oklahoma, in 1993. 
He was not sure of the date of this meeting, but recalled that it 
took place sometime between the start of the raid of the Branch 
Davidian compound in Naco, Texas, February 28, 1993 and the 
conclusion of the standoff, April 19, 1993. STRASSMEIR recalled 
that Waco was the topic of conversation among many people at the 
gun show. STRASSMEIR could not recall if he attended the gun 
show alone, but stated that he usually went to gun shows with 
other residents of Elohim City, where he was living at the time. 
STRASSMEIR said.he attended three or four gun shows a year, in 
the Oklahoma/Arkansas area. STRASSMEIR also said he resided in 
Elohim City for approximately four years, having left in August 
1995. 

STRASSMEIR did not remember meeting MCVEIGH, until he 
(STRASSMEIR) was interviewed by defense investigator REYNA 
(phonetic) in October 1995, at Black Mountain, North Carolina. 
REYNA told STRASSMEIR that MCVEIGH remembered meeting STRASSMEIR 
and that STRASSMEIR bought items from MCVEIGH. REYNA also told 
STRASSMEIR that MCVEIGH tried to call STRASSMEIR. 

STRASSMEIR advised at the Tulsa gun show in 1993, he 
walked up to a small table where the individual he now believes 
to be MCVEIGH was standing. STRASSMEIR did not know if MCVEIGH 
was sharing this table with anyone else. STRASSMEIR looked over 
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the items for sale, which included used BDU (battle dress 
uniform) pants and shirt and leather gloves. STRASSMEIR was 
under the impression that MCVEIGH was a local and not a 
professional exhibitor, in that it seemed like he was selling his 
own equipment. STRASSMEIR described MCVEIGH as being "squared 
away " and military like in his demeanor. He described MCVEIGH as 
Toeing tall, with short blond hair and wearing plain clothes. 
STRASSMEIR could not recall if MCVEIGH told STRASSMEIR his name. 

STRASSMEIR advised he did not purchase any items at 
first, but continued walking around looking at the various 
exhibitor’s tables. Eventually STRASSMEIR went back to the table 
where MCVEIGH had been standing. It was during this time that 
STRASSMEIR purchased the leather gloves. STRASSMEIR also 
recalled buying the BDU pants and shirt for $2.00, which he 
considered to be a very cheap price. STRASSMEIR advised that he 
sold MCVEIGH a Navy issue combat knife for cash. It was during 
this time that he and MCVEIGH engaged in conversation, for 
approximately five minutes. STRASSMEIR could not recall anyone 
else being present during this conversation. 

STRASSMEIR said he and MCVEIGH discussed Waco, but 
STRASSMEIR could not recall MCVEIGH saying much, other then 
agreeing with STRASSMEIR's opinion. STRASSMEIR’s opinion was 
that DAVID KORESH may have done some bad things, but the 
authorities overreacted, 

STRASSMEIR could not specifically recall giving MCVEIGH 
an Elohim City business card. STRASSMEIR said it was more common 
for him to collect business cards from the various exhibitors, 
but advised he may have given MCVEIGH a card and told him to call 
if he was in the area again. STRASSMEIR advised this gun. show 
was the only time he had contact with MCVEIGH. 

STRASSMEIR advised he could not recall where he was on 
April 5, 1995, when a call came into Elohim City for him, but 
believed he was out working on nearby property, and did not 
receive the call. STRASSMEIR advised at this time there was one 
telephone at Elohim City and that would have been in BRUCE 
MILLAR's house. He advised the call likely would have been 
answered by JOAN MILLAR, BRUCE’s wife, or one of their two 
teenage daughters. 
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On April 19, 1995, STRASSMEIR said he and EDWARD WING 
were clearing a fence line on property located approximately ten 
miles from Elohim City. STRASSMEIR could not recall the name of 
the property owner. He advised at about noon, a neighbor of the 
property owner walked over and told STRASSMEIR and WING about the 
bombing in Oklahoma City. STRASSMEIR cottld not recall the name 
of this individual, but did say it appeared he had been drinking. 
STRASSMEIR and WING had to quit working in the afternoon because 
it started to rain. STRASSMEIR returned to Elohim City that 
afternoon and saw the media coverage of the bombing on 
television. STRASSMEIR said he and WING began working on 
clearing the fence line several days before April 19, 1995, and 
worked continuously, except for Sunday and Monday which is 
considered their week-end. 

STRASSMEIR said he left Elohim City in August 1995 
because he was having problems~with~the leadership of the church 
and hd did not “agree with one'of the residents, JAMES ELLisuw, 
therefore he (STRASSMEIR) left the community. STRASSMEIR advised 
While living at Elohim City, he had a girlfriend VICTORIA MILLAR. 
VICTORIA MILLAR is Reverend ROBERT MILLAR'S granddaughter. 

STRASSMEIR advised he had two vehicles during the time 
he was at Elohim City, a 1983 Chevrolet Malibu station wagon, 
maroon in color, and a 1983 Chevrolet van, maroon in color. 

STRASSMEIR advised he has occasionally stayed with 
DENNIS MAHON while attending week-end gun shows in Tulsa, 
Oklahoma. MAHON moved a trailer into the "backwoods" of Elohim 
City property, and would spend some week-ends these. STRASSMEIR 
advised he knows of no information that would suggest MAHON was 
involved or had foreknowledge of the Oklahoma City bombing. 

STRASSMEIR advised he does not know ROGER MOORE, BOB 
MILLER, or KAREN ANDERSON. 

STRASSMEIR advised he has never met TERRY NICHOLS or 
MICHAEL FORTIER. 

STRASSMEIR said he was not involved in the planning or 
execution of the bombing of the Alfred P. Murrah Federal Building 
in Oklahoma City, nor did he have any foreknowledge of the 
bombing, 
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Strassmeir described himself a$ being 6’1", with a thin 
build, currently clean shaven with short hair. He advised he off 
and on grows a mustache. 
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
